BTOLOGTST Toby 
Tiurkc was enjoying 
an afternoon of bird 
watching in Alaska’s Kenai 
peninsula when a 180kg 
grizzly bear - one of the two 
subspecies of brown bear 
native to Alaska crashed the 
party. He tells Nuts how he 
escaped the jaws of the 
magnificent mamniaL.. 

Hi Toby. Firsts how common 
are bears in Alaska? 

Oh, VQry common. There are 
3,000 black bears and maybe 
700 brown bears, most of 
whom inhabit the forested 
range on the lowlands. 

And how often are they known 
to attack humans? 

Very rarely. They normally 
hunt nitjosc, salmon, halibut 
or small sharks. Tbeyll also 
eat what we call “winter kill"^ 

- animals that have died in 
the cold that defrost as the 
ice melts. It’s nature’s freezer. 





y After the attack 
state troopers 
killed the bear 


c(mntr>. Running also 
triggers the bear’s predatory 
impulse to chase. The bear 
would have overtaken us 
very quickly. Also, if you 
stay as a group you also 
look like one intimidating 
animal to a bear. 


How 
did you 
defend 
yourself? 

I jabbed at 
it with my 
tripod and 
managed 
to k>dge 
the scope 
on the 
end in its 
mouth, 
but it just 
chewed 
that off. 
That left 
a shaqi 
shaft, 
which 
r used as 
a spear to 
aim hr its face and mouth. 

I got it about six or seven 
times before it bit down on 
my left arm. Even then, my 
mind couldn't prt>cess the 
fear I just th<iught, "Man, 
this is what it gt)cs like 
when it goes bad!" 


What can you toll u$ about 
your encounter In April? 

Myself and my family had 
been watching birds on 
a beach when we spotted 
an adult female bear She 
was abtmt 180kg. Initially, 
we weren’t alarmed because 
it was 300 metres away. 
Typically, bears shy away 
from humans. We kept an eye 
on it, but it disappeared. Then 
it reappeared about 20 metres 
away fr{>m behind a dune. 

Were you utterly terrified? 

I wasn’t too panicked, T’m 
a biologist in the area and 
figured as long as we waved 
and dapped our bands, the 
s bear would run. But instead, 

I it crouched and charged 
I straight towards us. Bears are 
I known to bluff charge - 
I a sort of dummy charge to 
I scare you off. But this bear 
i charged in and didn’t stop. 

^ I just shouted at my kids, 
i “Don’t run, get behind me!'* 

i Why dIdnT you run? 

I The car was about 150 metres 
1 away, so too far across open 


Did It roar at you like the 
bears In cartoons always do? 
Ha-ha! No. It just made 
this sort of silent rush upon 
us. Later, I realised the 
significance of it making no 
noise shows it wanted to 
hunt - if it roared, it %voiild 
be trying to scare you off. 

It’s clear we were prey. 

So at this point you knew a 
bear was hunting you down? 

Yes. Tt had probably just 
come out of hibernation but 
there wasn't a lot to feed on. 
It was probably hungry and 
underweight. After it was 
examined, it was found 
to be blind in one eye and 
nearly blind in the other, 

A healthy bear w(mld avtnd 
people. A sick, desperate 
bear might take a chance. 

Would playing dead work? 
No. That only works when 
the bear's trying t(? 
intimidate you because 
it sees you're no longer 
a threat. However, this bear 
wasn’t scared - it was acting 
in a predatory way. 


What'$ It like having your 
arm In a bear’s mouth? 

Because of the adrenaline, 

I almost didn’t fed 
anything. It was like being 
in a vice I could feel it 
closing and thought it would 
crush my bones. Also, 
because of the cold I had 
four layers, including a 
heaw jacket, on. With my 
free arm 1 was punching 
it in the face. Like humans, 
all their vulnerability is near 
their eyes and face. 

What’s It like to punch 
a bear? 

Just utterly surreal. 1 was 
positioned in a wrestling 
pose, with my weight 
spread. The bear’s paw 
hit my side, but it didn’t 
rake me with it or else it 
w<iuld have shredded all my 
clothes. The attack lasted 
around a minute - if it 
had lasted any longer 
I w(mldn’t be here, I think 
the bear ultimately decided 
T wasn’t worth the hassle 
of eating me. It just turned 
and ran off. 



Th&n what happened? 

We got to the car and called 
the state troopers. Eventually, 
two appeared and hunted it 
in a truck. After they gave 
chase, we heard some shots 
and the bear was put to sleep. 

How badly hurt were you? 

T had some cuts and bruising, 
but nothing else. 1 do think, 
*‘Why wasn’t I hurt more?” 

My arm’s still incredibly s<jre 
and r haven’t slept well since. 


Did you see the bear again 
after It was taken out? 

Yes. The troopers pulled up 
with its hody on a pick-up 
truck. 1 went to the hack of 
the truck to where the bear’s 
head was and pulled open its 
mouth. I wanted to see, from 
a biologist’s perspective, a bit 
about it. T c(mld see it was (Jd, 
with battered, worn-down 
teeth. 1 don’t take much pride 
in her death. 1 did enemgb 
to scare it off - it ^vas good 
fortune, not skill. If it wanted 
to, it would have killed me, 
T’ve kept the tripod as 
a souvenir th(mgh! 
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Nuts STUFF
